HOUSE BILL 542 
The bill will create a Public Broadcasting Com- 
mission and will provide biennial funding for 
public radio. and television. $500,000 for radio 
is requested for the 1979-81 biennium. If the 
funds are divided evenly among the 24. public 
radio stations, KRAB's share would be about 
$20,000. If it were divided on the basis on 
financial need and/or diverse services, KRAB 
should get more. However the funds are di- 
vided, KRAB will benefit. The money can be 
used for general operating costs, equipment 
acquisition, and/or programming costs. The 
Legislature will not have any editorial authority. «
